The Applicant contends that Hubis .does not individually disclose several limitations (paragraph 
two ofsectior) "Claim Rejectior)s Under 35 U.S.C. 103", previous response), and follows by arguing that 
Mcllroy does not individually disclose some of those same limitations. At no point does the Applicant reply 
directly to the motivated combination as provided in the previous response. One cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co,, 800 
F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Hubis discloses a system for connecting multiple computers to multiple storage devices through 
the use of a port mapping table. Mcllroy discloses a generalized system of security labels that may be 
used for any entity, such as files, pipes, devices, etc. As per the previous rejection, the Examiner found it 
obvious to modify Hubis to include security labels in the port mapping table to implement Mcllroy's secure 
system (2^^ paragraph from bottom, page 4 of previous action). This combination would have the ports 
(as representing logical volumes) have security labels ihat the remote computers would need to meet as 
criteria in order to access the logical devices. As such, the motivated combination discloses: 

a connected state value (Mcllroy's ceiling is included in the security label that exists in the 
port mapping table, which would concern the security permissions needed to access the relevant 
port) concerning the connection of said computer (Hubis's remote computer) is specified in 
relation to each logical volume (Hubis, entry on the port mapping table). 
Accordingly, the Examiner asserts that the motivated combination of Hubis in view of 
Mcllroy does indeed disclose a connected state value concerning the connection of said computer being 
specified in relation to each logical volume.
